The closest art of record, namely Challenger et al. (2002/0143868), 4ee^ 
neither teaches nor renders obvious the distributed web system of independent 
claims 1, 10, 19 and 20, having a client and web server with a cache, primary 
and secondary commands, a metadata property, a pre-execution instruction 
sequence... to execute one or more secondary commands then return all the 
executed primary and secondary commands to the client and a post-execution 
instruction sequence... to place one or more secondary commands returned by 
the pre-execution instruction sequence into the cache, along with the primary 
command. Challenger does not specifically teach the claimed "post-execution 
instruction sequence" for placing the primary and secondary commands returned 
by the pre-execution instruction sequence into the cache.
